transit tie-up in the city’s history, 
was voted to an end at 7:30 Monday 
night, and the m otorm en immedi 
ately reported back to work. 
They had gone on strike at 5 
a. rn. last Monday, defying a court 
injunction and the eleventh hour 
jailing of four top leaders, to pro­ 
test their forced representation by 
tin 
giant Transport Workers Un 
ion. 
The strike cut subway service 
to less than 50 per cent of normal 
in its first few days. 
The search 
for alternate transportation by five 
million 
daily 
riders snarled 
the 
city and its suburbs in a m am m oth 
tangle of - urface traffic. 
And the 
riders who stayed 
home caused 
losses estim ated at 25 million dol 
lars to the transit system, the city, 
and 
departm ent store 
Christmas, 
sales. 
Strikers Claim Victory 
The striking m otormen acknow I 
edged they hadn t beat City Hall 
hut claimed a strike won victory 
rn public awareness ol their prob 
lems and the promises of city and 
state officials fo? consideration of 
their two-year-old demand for a 


chance at craft union representa­ 
tion. 
The TWH won a “winner-take- 
all” bargaining election for subway 
and other city transit workers Mon­ 
day, as had been expected. 
But 
Michael J. Quill's big industrial un 
ion received less than one third the

about 75 p er cent in a sim ilar 1954 
election. 
A decisive factor in the motor 
m en’s back-to-work vote was the 
promise of Republican State Sen.

MBA President Theodore Loos, 
who was released from jail with 
other union officials shortly after 
the strike ended, said, “it is well 
it ended tire way it did.

ballistics missile today — a war 
weapon capable of dropping hydro­ 
gen fury on an enem y target oceans 
away and a peacetime prospect for 


J orbiting an American satellite. 
The Pentagon announced the At­ 
las had been fired successfully— 
in the third attem pt to send up 
the “ Big A ’—and said it traveled 
“several hundred m iles” to land 
in the prescribed target arca, 
j 
“This was a limited range test 
of several hundred miles,” a spokes­ 
man said of the missile which has 
a range of up to 5.000 miles. 
There was no elaboration on the 
distance of “several 
h u n d r e d 
miles.” 
It was noted, however, that in 
testing big military missiles it is 
not unusual for short range flights 
to be conducted before the missile 
is put through all of its paces.

High diplomatic sources disclos­ 
ed that agreem ent was near on a 
program under which NATO will: 
—Sound out the Russians through 
diplomatic channels 
on whether 
they are prepared to m ake a deal 
with the West as P rem ier Nikolai 
Bulganin hinted in his recent flurry 
of notes to Western leaders. 
—Step up the alliance’s defen­ 
sive might with the latest w eap­ 
ons, including a stockpile of U S - 
supplied nuclear weapons and the 
establishm ent of missile bases in 
Europe. 
Reaffirm Disarmament Policy 
The disclosure followed a m eet­ 
ing of the 15 nations’ foreign m in­ 
isters this m orning and separate 
private talks President Eisenhow­ 
er had with Italian P rem ier Adone 
Zoli and West G erm an Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. 
The sources said 
the foreign 
m inisters reaffirm ed NATO’s pre­ 
vious polio on G erm any and dis­ 
arm am ent. 
This calls for a four- 
power agreem ent on G erm an re 
unification in freedom and peace 
by way of free elections. 
It also 
supports the Western disarm am ent 
proposals made during the United 
Nations subcommittee talks in Lon 
don. 
On the Middle East situation, the 
foreign 
ministers 
of 
Turkey, 
Greece 
and 
G reat Britain were 
among the speakers. 
The foreign 
m inisters’ 
session 
agreed 
that 
while the Middle East is outside 
the NATO orbit, the alliance still 
should feel "responsible” for it by 
at least aiding Middle East coun 
tries economically. 
Both Zoli and 
Adenauer said 
their discussions with the P resi­ 
dent were most cordial.
